That in caſe the Privileges of their Charter 


ſhall be ſecured ta them, ſo as they ſhall not 


be moleſted in their Trade by Interlopers, 


this Company ſubmit to be obliged to Ex- 
port annually to the Coaſt of Africa, in Goods 


and Merchandize, to the amount of One hun- 
dred thouſand Pounds Sterling ; and if there 
ſhall be any Complaint from the Planters, 
either as to quantity or price of Slaves, from 
time to time, to ſubmit the Regulation there- 
of to her Majeſty in Council. 


To which, upon the Queſtion being put, the 
General Court agreed Nemire Contradicente.
